AN ACT to amend Tennessee Code Annotated, Title 50, 

Chapter 7, relative to judicial review.  
 

BE IT ENACTED BY THE GENERAL ASSEMBLY OF THE STATE OF TENNESSEE: 

 SECTION 1.  Tennessee Code Annotated, Section 50-7-304(i)(1), is amended by adding 

the following sentence immediately after the first sentence: 

In the case of a petition filed by an aggrieved party who is not a resident of the state, 

within thirty (30) days after the decision of the board has become final, a non-resident 

party may secure judicial review of the decision by filing a petition for judicial review 

against the commissioner in the chancery court of the county where the employer is 

located, except that any petition for judicial review of tax liability must be filed in the 

chancery court of Davidson County. 

 SECTION 2.  This act shall take effect upon becoming a law, the public welfare requiring 

it.
